REGULAR MEETING OF THE CRESTON CITY COUNCIL JULY 15, 2014

The Creston City Council met in regular session at 6:00 o’clock p.m. on the above
date in the Council Chambers of the City Hall Complex with Mayor Woods presiding.

Roll call being taken with the following Council members present: Loudon,
Lybarger, Koets, Wilson and White, Levine was absent. Second Ward seat is vacant,

Mayor Woods deleted Item 11 — “Resolution to amend Resolution No. 157 — 14,
“RESOLUTION TO APPROVE THE SALE OF A VACATED PORTION OF OAK
STREET BEING LOCATED SOUTH OF UNION STREET,” until he can consult with the
City Attorney on the matter,

Wilson moved seconded by Loudon to approve the agenda as amended. All voted
aye. Levine was absent. Second Ward seat is vacant. Motion declared carried.

Wilson moved seconded by White to approve the consent agenda, which included
approval of minutes of July 1, 2014, regular meeting, minutes of July 3, 2014, special
meeting; claims of $187,117.34; and outdoor liquor licenses for Elm’s Club, American
Legion and Montgomery Street Pub. All voted aye. Levine was absent. Second Ward seat is
vacant. Motion declared carried.

During Public Forum, Mary Sid McDonald, 404 W. Fremont, expressed her concern
of the library wanting to move from its current location to the Lincoln School building and
feels it should stay where it is and suggested the ground south of the building should be used
to expand. Considering the conditions of the streets and sewer systems, she feels the City
should be working on those problems rather than moving the library to Lincoln School.

Library Board Member Jeromy Brown, 1200 W. Jefferson, spoke about the proposed
name change for the library if moved to the Lincoln School building. He stated that the
Gibson family donated $25,000 in 1931 for the current library to be built. The family has
since moved to Oklahoma and has not been involved with the City in decades. Jeromy
offered for everyone to come to the Library Board meetings to talk and get information and
encouraged everyone to remain open-minded.

Melvin Scadden, 411 N. Vine, expressed that he is against the library move, but
wanted to let it be known that when the Library Board meeting agenda is published in the
paper, some people don’t get their paper in time to know about the meeting to even attend.

Frank Gale, 802 N. Division, stated that until we have a gauge of whether the
community is really in favor of the library move, we need to slow down. He would like to see
a poll conducted on whether the library should move or not for everyone in Creston.

Ellen Gerharz, Executive Director of Creston Chamber of Commerce, announced
that Creston is being honored as a Certified Connected Community for broadband supported
technologies, the fifth community in the state to be certified and invited everyone to attend a
get-together on August 5, 2014, at 9:30 a.m. at the Chamber Office. Lt. Governor Kim
Reynolds will be here to present the award.



Jean Weisshaar, Creston, supports the library move and encourages the name change
the move, the improvement for the kids, and for the betterment of the community.

Karl Knock, 906 W. Montgomery, supports the library move, even though it was his
grandfather’s (Frank Phillips) construction company that built the library. In addition, his
family helped with the fundraising for the previous expansion of the library. The current
library is inadequate for today’s services that are available and they need more space.

On a separate matter, Mr. Knock suggested that Council take a look at the sidewalk
transportation system in Creston, as there are dangerous sidewalks going toward the retail
stores located south of Highway 34, and then no sidewalks south of Highway 34.

Wilson moved seconded by White to accept the resignation of Second Ward
Councilperson Loyal Winborn. All voted aye. Levine was absent. Second Ward seat is
vacant. Motion declared carried.

Wilson moved seconded by Lybarger to authorize the mayor to advertise for, accept
applications and appoint a councilperson at the next regularly scheduled Council Meeting on
August 5, 2014. All voted aye. Levine was absent. Second Ward seat is vacant. Motion
declared carried.

Patrick O’Connell, of Lynch Dallas, PC, spoke to Council regarding a proposed
Contract for Services with the City for the purpose of conducting union contract negotiations
on behalf of the City, grievance consulting, contract administration and human resource
services.

A resolution was offered by White seconded by Wilson to approve a Contract for
Services between Lynch Dallas, PC and the City of Creston, based on recommendation of the
Finance Committee and authorize the Mayor and Clerk to execute the proper documentation.
Loudon, Lybarger, Koets, Wilson and White voted aye. Levine was absent. Second Ward seat
is vacant. Resolution declared passed.

Mayor Woods announced that now is the time for a Public Hearing on the matter of
selling City-owned property located at 713 S. 111™ Street, Omaha, NE 68154. He asked if
anyone wished to speak for the sale of City-owned property; no one did. He asked if there
was any written correspondence for the sale of City-owned property; there was none. He
asked if anyone wished to speak against the sale of City-owned property; no one did.

This letter is to put into writing details for calculating the annual cost for electricity use for two red
colored obstruction clearance lights that are located on a corn crib structure at 2015 S. Cherry Street,

Mr. Gates is required to notify the Airport FBO immediately if the lights are not operational. This
agreement is in effect as long as the Creston Municipal Airport is operational and the corn crib structure

is in place.

Presently, the bulbs that are being used are 100 watt however, the city plans to install 15 watt LED bulbs
in July or August of 2014. At that time the cost will be reduced on a prorated basis.

The two lighted obstruction clearance lights are on 24 hours per day, 365 days a year.

Electricity is provided by Southwest lowa Rural Electric Cooperative. Electric rates are available on their
website.

The following is a mathematical example of how the cost to the City of Creston will be calculated.

2 - 100 watt bulbs X 24 hours per day = 4800 watt hours / 1000 = 4.8 kilowatt hours per day X 365 days
{one year)= 1752 KWH/YR X .16 KWH Charge =$280.32

+ 150.00 meter charge (yearly charge from SWIREC is $300.00) the yearly fee is equally divided

=430.32 — amount payable to Alan Gates. Mr. Gates is responsible for providing the City of Creston with
an invoice in July of each year for the previous year, unless otherwise agreed upon by all parties
involved.

I am writing on behalf of Habitat for Humanity Union County. We are in the process of
completing our fifth new home for a very deserving family in Creston.

The home is located at 600 W. Montgomery Street and has been made affordable by
many organizations who have participated financially and with donated labor. As part of
the funding we were granted a $10000 FHLB grant last summer with the promise that we
just had to complete the house and certify occupancy. The money would then be
forthcoming at closing. In May of this year we were told of all the administrative
documentation that was being required. They basically wanted us to cost account every
process in the construction along with the value of the in-kind labor and document this.
This is impossible after the fact. We are an all volunteer organization and do not possess
this level of accounting prowess. Therefore we are $10000 short of out budgeted
financing. We will finish the home sometime in August at a total development cost of
around $75000. We have spent $68000 so far, $16666 of which was raised by donations
and from our other homes no interest mortgages. The loss of the FHLB money means
we will have to dip into money we have for house #6 which we will start in August at
822 N. Birch,

SICOG has been our very generous primary funding source on this project but we have
exhausted our allotted grant from them. They do require a 25% match and we have
provided that. It is our understanding that the City may have some resources set aside for
low to moderate income housing projects. Our partner family of three with a $30000
annual income should qualify.

Therefore Habitat for Humanity of Union County would like to request consideration for
a grant in the amount of $10000 through the low to moderate income fund. However, we
would greatly appreciate any funding consideration the City of Creston would provide to
assist our project.
